The people of Michigan are to 
be given an opportunity to per-! 
Petuate a highway system that. 
is one of the finest in the nation,’ 
when they go to the polls in Nov. 
ember, because at that tume there 
will be a vote taken on passage’ 
of an amendment to the state 
constitution, designed tu prevent, 
the diversion of mghway funds 
‘for other governmental purposes. , 

Whether there wll be organ- 
wed opposition tu the amend-; 
ment remains to be seen, but its 
sponsors, the Michigan Goud! 
Roads Federation, hupes there! 
Jwil be none. Nevertheless cit-; 
izens would do well to acquaint} 
themselves with the purpose and! 
provisions of this most import- 
ant amendment. Its passage may 
mean the difference between a 
continuation of Michigan's ever- 
advancing road program, and ay 
slow death for the system. 

In a state which leads the na- 
tton as an autumobile manufac- 
turing center, and possessing 
more than its just share of cars 
per capita, it is all the more im- 
portant that it should take thr 
lead in providing for continua-} 
tion of its highway develupment ! 
one thing the 
state has 3,000 miles of gravel 
roads and state trunkline high- 
ways that should be improved; 
immediately, by the application 
of some sort of low-price surfac- ! 
ing. There is necd for several 
divided-lane highways on some 
of the state’s most heavily travel- 
ed routes, particularly in the 
Detroit area. It :- important 
that vld roads be developed. be- |. 
cause there can be no standstill 
in Michigan highway dvelop- 
ment. 

The diversion amendment is 
designed and written and one 
thought in mind—the prevention 
of the use of state highway funds 
for any other purpose than the 
construction and maintenance of 
Michigan highways. 

It should be known, too, that
